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Degeneration of a coinage 

Byzantine renaissance ends abruptly 


By Harlan J. Berk 

In fewer than a score of years, a Byzantine numismatic re- 
naissance in Constantinople saw bronze follis coins reach a new 
height of size, quality of design and appearance, then fall, de- 
based and almost worthless, to a cut, counterstamped piece a 
quarter its former value. 

The rise and fall of this noble coin can be dramatically traced 
with four coins, illustrated with this feature. 

With the assassination in 668 A.D. of Constans II in Syracuse, 
Sicily, Constantine IV became emperor, with his brothers Hera- 
clius and Tiberius as associates. Thus began a memorable 
though short-lived numismatic renaissance at the capital, Con- 
stantinople. 

The upper coin shows a youthful, plump-faced portrait of Con- 
stantine IV on one of his immense new folles. Not only is this a 
fine portrait, but it is eight times the size of the degenerate folles 
of his father, Constans II. 

Constantine’s folles could only be matched in size and artistic 
quality by the early large folles struck about 140 years before by 
Justinian the Great from the 12th year of his reign, onwards. 
Constantine IV copied not only the size but also the iconography 
of the earlier coin. 


A coin of Constantine IV first was struck as the top coin, then 
struck with the die of the lower coin, resulting in a coin which 
bears both early and late portraits. 

Late in his reign, Constantine appeared on the lower coin in 
the illustration, depicted no longer as the head of the church and 
the army, but only as the commander of the military. The diag- 
nostic characteristics are the replacement of the globus cru- 
ciger, the orb, the only religious symbol shown on the upper 
folles, with the spear and shield. 

The lower illustration shows Constantine IV at the age of 32, 
after 16 years of rule. His eyes are sharp; he has a handsome 
moustache and beard; and his face is distinctively modeled. 
These are the individual characteristics which make this a por- 
trait and therefore, unusual among Byzantine coins. 

This follis is similar to the solidus portrait of Constantine IV 
illustrated on page 203, number 1157, of David R. Sear’s Byzan- 
tine Coins and Their Values, published by B. A. Seaby Ltd., 
London, England. 

The central coins of the illustration tell the sad story of the 
destruction of these bold coins and the reason for their great 
rarity is quite a numismatic tale. 

The central coin, at left, reflects a Byzantine minting habit 
common to copper coins, the overstrike. This piece at the left is 
the design of the lower coin, restruck on the top coin. (The 
cheapest planchets in the world are coins already struck!) 

The coin at the top with the young portrait is overstruck with 
dies used to produce the coin at the bottom of the page, with the 
fine mature portrait. This process, of overstriking, doubtless 
eliminated many of the early types from existence. There must 
have been many of the early coins minted because there seems 
to be more of them extant. There is even more to be said on this 
subject. 

At the right are four coins, equal in circumference and total 
weight to any one of the other illustrated coins. They even could 
have been made from one of them. Specifically, they are the half 
follis of Constantine’s son, Justinian II, and his antagonists, 
Leontius and Tiberius II Constantine. They represent a signifi- 
cant and abrupt devaluation.

A beautiful example of a large, bronze follis was struck by Con- 
stantine IV, age 16, in about 668 A.D. 

Upper Justinian II, 685 A.D., the follis fell to one half of its 
size under Constantine. Many of the quarter folles of Constan- 
tine, decanummium, were restruck as half follis of Justinian. 

What of the magnificent folles? 

They were chopped into quarters, and each piece was restruck 
into the new lowly half folles. One follis was made into four half 
folles as seen to the right. 

Numismatists living in Istanbul (Constantinople) or Turkey in 
general in modem times have rarely, if ever, seen even a single 
follis of Constantine IV. They would indicate that most all of the 
folles in circulation near Constantinople were seized upon, quart- 
ered and restruck. 

Most of the coins surviving today would, in my opinion, be 
those which traveled through trade and commerce out of their 
area of origin, thus out of harms way. 

In the right-hand group of coins, we see one of the most inter- 
esting areas of Byzantine history laid out before us. In 695 A.D., 
after a reign of 10 years, Justinian II was deposed by Leontius. 
Justinian’s nose was removed and his tongue split, defacing him 
so he would not be fit to rule, gaining him the nickname “Rhinot- 
metus.” 

He was then banished to Cherson, the area of the Crimea. 
Three years later, in 698, Leontius was overthrown and physical- 
ly defaced, but allowed to retire to a monestery. 

His replacement, Tiberius III Apsimar, 698-705, struck two 
types of half follis. The more common was a bust type which was 
the same as those of Justinian and Leontius. 

The second type is the full standing figure of Tiberius which 
was struck only in the fourth year of his reign, corresponding to 
our years 702-703 A.D. 

But the story of Justinian II, with his scarred face, does not 
end here. The next chapter in the story is the improbable but 
successful return of Justinian II in 705 A.D. Not only did he 
return, but he did it in dramatic, Hollywood style.

Despite jeers and catcalls to the approaching army led by 
Justinian II, the returning leader was able to enter a gap in the 
wall at the Blachemae gate, occupy Blachemae Palace, rally 
his supporters inside the palace and resume his throne. 

James D. Breckenridge, author of The Numismatic Icono gra-t 
phy of Justinian II, paints with words the triumphal celebration 
in the Hippodrome, to which both Tiberius Apsimar and Leontius 
were dragged. 

Justinian II, seated in the Kathisma, presided over the 
races with one foot on the neck of each of his prostrate 
foes, while the mob chanted, "Thou hast trodden on the 
asp and the basilisk; the lion and the dragon thou hast 
trampled under foot," playing on the names of Apsimar 
and Leontius, when the races were over, Justinian sent 
them both to the Kynegion to be beheaded. 

His vengeance fell also on the Patriarch Callinicus, 
who had consecrated the usurpers; he was blinded, and 
sent to Rome as a living witness of Justinian IPs return 
to power. Havoc was wrought in the army and the civil 
service, as all who had supported the usurpers were exe- 
cuted.

His wife, Theodora and son, Tiberius, joined him in 
Constantinople. They were both crowned, and he ruled jointly 
with Augustus Tiberius. Justinian II and Tiberius appeared 
jointly on gold, silver and bronze coins struck between 705 and 
711. 

Not all was peaches and cream, though. In 711, when Tiberius 
was six, he was killed at the altar of the Church of the Virgin at 
Blachemae and his father killed in Asia Minor. 

Armenian general Bardanes was proclaimed emperor as Phil- 
lipicus, ruling from 711 to 713, when he was deposed and blinded. 

This was followed by the short reign of Anastasius II Artem- 
ius, from June 3, 713 to the summer of 715, and Theodosius III of 
Andramytium, 715 to July 24, 717. 

Things were stabilized in 717 when Leo III the “Iaurian” came 
to power on March 25. He established a new Byzantine dynasty 
during his rule, which lasted until June 18, 741. 

Specialists in Byzantine coinage are looking forward to a new 
volume in preparation by Wolfgang Han, Vienna, Austria, which 
will combine the illustrations and information contained in a 
four-part work, Catalogue of the Byzantine Coins in the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks Collection and in the Whittemore Collection, edited in 
1973 by Alfred R. Bellinger and Philip Grierson, published by the 
Dumbarton Oaks Center for Byzantine Studies by the Trustees 
for Harvard University, Washington, D.C.; Catalogue des mon- 
naies byzantines de la Bibliotheque nationale, by C. Morrisson, 
published in Paris, France, in 1970; and Warwick Wroth’s work 
of 1908, Catalogue of the Imperial Byzantine Coins in the British 
Museum, published in London, England, as well as other Byzan- 
tine numismatic literature available to him, plus the coin and 
literature resources of several museums.
